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The recent increase in the ceiling prices for industrial casein authorized 
by the Office of Price Administration resulted in a July average price received 
by casein driers for casein sold in July that was around 3 cents per pound higher 
than the average in June. Unground casein brought 20.8 cents per pound f,o.b. the 
plant, an increase of 3 cents per pound over the June average, and ground casein 
brought 23 cents per pound, an increase of 2.5 cents per pound. The margin of in- 
crease of the 1943 averages over those of a year earlier widened as a result of 
the price action of the Cffice of Price Administration. Last year the July prices 
held unchanged to slightly lower compared to those of June, 


As part of the trend of mil production to lower levels, the July output of 
casein (estimated at 2,556,000 pounds) was 1,484,000 pounds smaller than the June 
production, and 1,456,000 pounds or 29 percent smaller Yhan “uly production last 
year. \ tho higher prices authorized by the Cffice of Price Adminisuration caused an 
increase in the Jaiy shipaents over those of June, but they were stu111 somewhat 
smazier ‘than in duly last year. The July movement of casein frem Wess Coast plants 
was 46 percent larger than a year earlicr, but elsewhere the movement was still 
smaller . 


Stocks of casein held by driers showed a small reduction during July. HEsti- 
mated at 5,000,090 pounds on August 1, driers’ stocks were about 349,000 pounds 
gmaller than the ‘uly 1 stocks this year, and about 10,000,000 pounds smaller than 
the stocks on August 1 iast yesr, The demand for casein ecntinucs to exceed the 
supply. As yet, no shipments from Avgentine have arrived, Fiesent offerings of 
Argentine casein, duty paid, delivered New York City, are approximately 16 to 
16% cents per pound.
